Dear Resident, 


This is just a note to let you 
know what has happened re: 
TESCO REDEVELOPMENT 
PLANS. As you may be aware, 
South Cambs., Planning Com- 
mittee gave the final approval 
for the scheme on January 6th 
1993. 

Although we were very disap- 
pointed at this decision, we were 
not surprised. Two years ago, in 
December 1990 the plans were 
approved in principle by SCPC. 
When we found out about the 
amended plans in July and set up 
the Action Committee it was al- 
ready too late in the day to stop 
the development completely. We 
therefore asked TESCO if they 
would move the Large Retail 
Unit from outside the School 
and Library to the old Domino 
site, thus eliminating the prob- 
lem of HGV traffic in that area 
and keeping to the original Vil- 
lage concept. They refused. Af- 
ter much deliberation, South 
Cambs Planning Committee de- 
cided that they could not go back 
on their original decision for fear 
of compensation claims etc. from 
TESCO. What became abun- 
dantly clear at the Planning Com- 
mittee Meetings and in discus- 
sions with individual committee 
members was that had we made 
the same objections two years 
ago, it would have been a com- 
pletely different situation and 
the level of response from local 
residents would have been taken 
very seriously indeed. 

The question must therefore 
be asked why the residents of 
Bar Hill were not informed of 
the scale of the plans when they 


were first submitted. Indeed, we 
were informed that the plans 
were shelved 5 days before SCPC 
first considered them and knew 
nothing of the two subsequent 
meetings in February and May 
1992. 
Although TESCO complied 

with the minimum publicity re- 
quirements we feel that the Par- 


; ish Council failed in their re- 


sponsibility to inform residents 
and to seek their views in the way 


| that we have during this cam- 
| paign. We believe that we have 
| missed an opportunity to have a 


say in how the Village develops 
and with a number of major de- 
velopments planned for the fu- 
ture, we hope that the same mis- 
takes will not be made again. 
We would like to take this 
opportunity of thanking every- 
one who took the time to write to 


| South Cambs with their views, 
| deliver leaflets round the Vil- 
| lage ete. 1 would especially like 


to thank everyone who called 
me or stopped me in the Village 


| to offer support and encourage- 


ment. If you still feel strongly 
about these plans you may like 
to write to Mr. Nigel Burton, 
Property Director, TESCO 
Stores Ltd., Head Office, 


| Cheshunt, Herts. TESCO could 
| still change the plans voluntarily 


and the Planning Committee 
would be very sympathetic about 
such amendments.

The Schoo! Fence 


You will see that a fence has 
been erected around the school 
and I should like to explain the 
reasons why this has happened. 

Concerns about security and 
less than favourable remarks 
about the School environment 


will, it is anticipated, be ad- 
dressed by creating: 

1) Security for the children - 
Bar Hill is becoming busier and 
busier and parents have fre- 
quently expressed concerns 
about the open nature of the 
site. Many of you will recall the 
discussion at last year's open 
parents’ meeting which strongly 
supported the decision. 

2) Security of the building - 
You will have noticed how often 
reports of school theft, vandal- 
ism and arson appear in the press, 
and the Governors need to do all 
they can to protect our School. 

3) Improved Environment - 
The need to create both educa- 
tional and recreational areas 


| within the School grounds has 


been an ambition for many years. 
This cannot be achieved without 
there being some formal bound- 
ary which separates the School 
from public land. 

For these reasons we ask you 
to support us in the following 
ways: 

1) To accept that the School 
grounds are private property with 
no unauthorised access. 

2) To appreciate that all gates 
except the one opposite the main 
door will be locked at 6.00 pm. I 
realise that this will be incon- 
venient for those who try to park 
inside when attending evening 
events but the Governors feel it 
necessary if the fencing is to be 
effective. 

As Chairman, and as a Police 
Officer, I know that you can help 
make our School safe, not only 
by respecting the above but by 
keeping a ‘School Watch’ and 
reporting any unusual activity to 
the Police.

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Think before you Throw 
There is NO such place as AWAYV..... 


The average Briton throws away about ten 
times his/her own body weight in household refuse 
every year - a national total of 20 million tonnes. 
This comes from your average of two binbags put 
out for the rubbish collection every week. Adds up, 
doesn't it! 

Many people now take advantage of local recy- 
cling banks, which collect glass, paper, metals and 
clothing. Households not using these facilities are 
contributing to many problems - finding sites for 
landfill; holes into which we dump our rubbish, 
and the decline in availability of nonrenewable 
sources from which we obtain much packaging 
material. No one wants to live near a landfill site 
- would you? 

"What difference do my few bits make?" - A big 
difference! Experiment: Save all your recyclables 
over one month, and see how they add up. Reduce 
the amount in your dustbin by recycling and wast- 
ing less - reduce it to a minimum. Have you noticed 
how much of it is packaging? There are now many 
campaigns to stop manufacturers using packaging 
that we, as consumers, do not want. (See addresses 
below). 

Reduce * Reuse * Recycle 

Glass 

Can be effectively recycled, and is a good exam- 
ple of an effective scheme. Use the local Milk 
Round: Milk bottles are reused an average of 20 
times, although many are used 40 to 50 times, and 
are then recycled. Look out for the float in the 
morning! They also sell orange juice in bottles; no 
need to buy juice in throwaway cartons or plastic 
bottles any more. 

Cans 

The main materials of cans are steel, tin and 
aluminium. The process of making tins is very 
energy intensive and creates air pollution. Recy- 
cling campaigns are now more widespread, due to 
their success in trial areas. Metals take a very long 
time to biodegrade, if they ever do. They are made 
from a non-renewable source and should be re- 
claimed and recycled as much as possible. Cat & 


Dog owners: Please clean and recycle pet food 
cans - you'll be surprised how many you get through! 
Use an old washing up brush to clean the can 
inside: it only takes a moment. 

Paper 

About 30% of the paper products we buy are 
made from recycled paper - egg boxes, newspa- 
pers, stationery and loo paper. Reusing paper is 
not always an option; reducing the amount you use 
is. Most areas have a paper collection scheme: 
some is recycled, some is shredded and used for 
animal bedding. Reduce the amount of paper 
products you use. Use cotton hankies instead of 
tissues; linen napkins instead of serviettes; reus- 
able nappies, not disposables; and so on. 

Vegetable peelings, garden waste and tea leaves 
are just a few things you can reuse - by Composting! 
The resulting medium is used to put goodness 
back into your garden. It is a simple process and 
there are many good types of composting bins, to 
make or to buy. A good read is: 'How to make your

Feeding Feathered Friends 


The golden rule of feeding wild birds in winter 
is not to stop once you have started - Many people 
start with good intentions, but, after a few weeks 
forget to put foods out. Birds become used to food 
being offered, and rely upon it during cold spells. 
Establish a feeding routine, and you will see the 
benefits of having regular birds in your garden. 
First thing in the morning is a very important time, 
as birds lose weight and strength overnight. Your 
efforts can mean the difference between life and 
death. 

A simple bird table, wall mounted or hanging 
basket is a good start - make sure that the birds are 
safe: no cats hiding in a bush next to it, and an 
unclimable pole on the bird table! 

Wild bird foods are available to buy - usually 
including many seeds and nuts to provide some- 
thing for the different birds that come to feed. If 
you buy foods, peanuts, a mix or feed bars, make 
sure it carries the Birdfoods Standards Associa- 
tion red logo - RSPB/BTO seal of approval. Some 
nuts contain toxins, fatal to birds. The logo will 
assure you of the quality and suitability of the bird 
food. 


Birds also need water to drink and to wash in: ° 


check it has not frozen overnight. Do use kitchen 
scraps, crusts, cake crumbs etc. but never put out 
salty foods, or just bread (which is not nutritious 
enough alone). Fresh coconut is safe, but NEVER 
put out desiccated coconut as it swells in the 
stomach and can kill. 

Winter is the most important time for feeding, 
especially during cold January/February spells: 
increase the food then. Around April, there are 
more natural foods - insects etc. Adjust your 
feeding, don't put out too much bread as it has little 
nutritional value. Avoid large lumps of food/fats, 
as the adults soon begin to feed their young. In 
autumn, increase the quantities again and attract 
a regular clientele for the winter! 

10 Guidelines 
1. Only buy foods carrying the BSA Seal of Ap- 
proval - 
. Put out food and water all year round 
. Site the feeders carefully 
. Keep food fresh and away from rodents 
. Give birds time to get used to new food and 
feeders re 
6. Do not overfeed - especially with table and 
ground feed 
7. Clean table and feeders regularly - hygiene is 
very important 
8. Take precautions to prevent birds flying into 
windows 
9. More feeders attract more birds 
10. Once you have started to feed - DONT STOP !!
